It should be recognized that each of the conditions described here can be optimized 
independently, and certain combinations of conditions will prove effective upon further testing, flis 
also recognized that the beneficial effects of fibroblast conditioned medium are derived from 
soluble factors produced by the embryonic fibroblasts, and that synthetic mixtures having similar 
components in various combinations may also be beneficial. Such optimization is a matter of 
routine experimentation, and does not depart from the spirit of the invention provided in this 
disclosure. 
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
